BOARD OF TRADE MEETS TRAGEDY IS GRUESOME 


Regular Monthly Meeting Was Held at 
the City Hall Last Monday 
Evening. 


Messrs. Rhea, Gray and Camacho In¬ 
volved in Strange Mystery 
This Week. 


How do you like the idea of having 
a fence around Sierra Madre? Doesn't 
sound very good, does it? But that is 
just about what “Lucky” Baldwin's 
latest Arcadian scheme amounts to. It’s 
like this. 

When the Highway Commission 
planned their foothill boulevard along 
White Oak avenue they ran against a 
snag when they came to Arcadia. The 
county can expend no money on road 
work within the corporate limits ofany 
city. White Oak avenue runs for a 
distance of nearly three miles through 
the barley fields of the “city” of Arcadia. 
If that strip of roadway was to be im- ! 
proved in conformity to the rest of the I 
boulevard it must be done by Arcadia, 
which meant that Baldwin must bear I 
the expense, for Baldwin is Arcadia. 
There was but one way in which the 
burden of expense could be shifted 
upon the county, and that was to dis- 
incorporate that portion of the Arcadian 
barley fields through which White Oak 
avenue runs. And there is where 
Sierra Madre is affected. 

Sierra Madre is bounded on the east 
by the Little Santa Anita wash and on 
the south by the barley fields, both of 
which are included within the corpor¬ 
ate limits of Arcadia. Arcadia extends 
eastward as far as the city limits of 
Monrovia. Of course everyone ac¬ 
quainted with the situation understands 
that the only portion of Arcadia worthy 
to be called a city, or even a village, is 
the little region in the neighborhood of 
the race track and Baldwin’s notorious 
resorts. By far the largest part of the 
incorporated territory is merely ranch 
land, incorporated to escape county ' 
road taxes and to prevent its possible 
absorption by any other municipality. i 
White Oak avenue runs cast and west \ 
through the center of this tract of ranch 
and waste land, crossing the Santa < 
Anita wash near the inhabited portion ‘ 
of Arcadia a little west of the Monrovia 1 
city limits. The road is parallel to and < 
about half a mile distant from the south ] 
city limits of Sierra Madre. 

In order to get White Oak avenue im- i 
Droved at the expense of the county’s i 
$3,500,000 good roads fund, Baldwin 1 
proposes to disincorporate a strip of 1 
land through Arcadia, allowing it to i 
revert to the county. An election has C 
been called for Sept. 1, when the ques- f 
tion will be voted on by Baldwin’s 'i 
Arcadia henchmen. 

The strip to be disincorporated ex- t 
tends from the Santa Fe right-of-way t 
on the south to a line 100 feet south of i 
the Sierra Madre city limits on the a 
north; and from the west city limits on c 
the west, to a line 100 feet west of the s 
Monrovia city limits on the east. This 1 
leaves the part of Arcadia lying to the t 


The monthly meeting of the Board of 
Trade was held Monday evening of this 
week, having been postponed one week 
on account of the City Hall being in 
use on the regular night. The attend¬ 
ance was the smallest for several 
months. This was probably due rather 
to the absence from town of many mem¬ 
bers than to lack of interest which has 
been at a high level for some time. 

Mr. C. W. Jones reported for the com¬ 
mittee which had in charge the matter 
of improving lower Baldwin avenue 
beyond the city limits Matters which 
have developed since the committee 
was named seemed to make it inadvis- 
able to push the project along the lines 
originally intended. Mr. Jones went 
rather fully into the matter, which is 
discussed elsewhere in this paper. The 
committee was continued with power 
to act for the Board in whatever way 
seemed best to protect the interests of 
Sierra Madre and the matter will be 
taken up with the Highway Commission 
and possibly with higher authorities. 

Payment of the balance of about $80 
due Mr. C. W. Hill on the Sierra Madre 
booklets was ordered. This payment 
settles all outstanding accounts in con¬ 
nection with the booklet. If it had 
never done another thing the publica¬ 
tion of the booklet would have justified 
the existence of the Board, as the 
numerous unsolicited compliments 
which the booklet has brought forth 
well prove.

east of Sierra Madre, and the 100-foot

ing this “shoe-string” is to prevent the 
incorporation of his land by Sierra 
Madre as far south as the Santa Fe line. 
In contending that Arcadia should dis¬ 
incorporate everything north of White 
Oak avenue or the Santa Fe line, Sierra 
Madre does not act with a desire to 
incorporate this land. All this city 
desires is to have the land free from 
the incubus of Baldwin's control so 
that the roads connecting Sierra Madre's , 
improved streets with White Oak 
avenue may be improved either at the 
county’s expense or by popular sub¬ 
scription to be raised in this city. The 
local Board of Trade proposes to fight j 
the matter to a finish.

LABOR SAVERS 

How Fireless Cookers Are Made 
and How They Save 
Work in Hot 
Weather. 


Real Daughter of the Mountains.

s Have you a “hay box,” “fireless 
e cooker," or hot weather stove in your 
-j home? If not you are without the 
finest hot weather labor saver ever in- 
j vented. There are a few in Sierra 
Madre, but wait till the craze strikes 
e 11*8 town! Then the chief occupation 
f of the devotees of the kensingtons and 
. pink teas will be the exchange of re- 
E cipes for use with the fireless cookers. 
t That is the way it has struck some 
j ! towns in the east, and there are indica- 
t tions that it will not be long before the 
, new device will be as popular in Cali- 
t fornia as anywhere. 

> Several persons have expressed curi- 
t osity regarding the working of the fire¬ 
less cooker and its construction. For 
, the benefit of these and others who may 
be interested some of the essentials to 
be observed are given here. 

The principle of the fireless cooker is 
the same as that of the refrigerator- 
isolation of heat. The difference is that 
with the refrigerator heat is kept away 
from the articles to be cooled; while 
with the fireless cooker an article once 
brought to the proper temperature for 
cooking is kept in that condition by 
keeping the heat within. This is ac¬ 
complished by packing the vessel con¬ 
taining the article to be cooked in some 
material which is a non-conductor of 
heat. 

There are two common forms of fire¬ 
less cookers, either of which may be 
purchased at hardware or furniture 
stores. One form may be made at home 
by anyone with a little mechanical 
ability, the only requisities being a pine 
box, some hay or excelsior for packing, 
and cooking utensils of the proper form. 
The other form is made entirely of 
metal and is patented. It must be pur¬ 
chased ready made, and some advantages 
are claimed for it over the other. 

For the home-made variety a box 
about 18 inches deep and 18 by 30 or 36 
inches in its other dimensions should 
be secured. It should be fairly heavy, 
tight, and with a lid, which should be 
attached with hinges. A box of this 
size affords room for three cooking 
utensils, which may be of different 
sizes for convenience. Two, three and 
four quarts are handy sizes. Granite 
iron ware is best. 

After selecting the vessels to be used 
in the cooker, pack the box with ex¬ 
celsior or hay. ' The three vessels 
should be nested in the packing mater¬ 
ial, which should be packed firmLy 
around them so they can be lifted out 
and replaced without disturbing the 
packing. The tops of the vessels should 
be flush with the top of the packing. 
The excelsior or hay should then be 
covered with some strong cloth, pockets

Dear John 

You will remember that the last thing I promised you on leaving some months ago, was to write 
you at once as soon as we were settled, giving our impressions of the place we were located in, and 
advising you whether to come to California or not.

Between the top of the excelsior pack¬ 
ing and the top of the box there should 
be left a clear space three or four inches 
deep. Three cushions or pads packed 
with excelsior should be made just 
large enough so that the three of them 
fill this space. They should be so fitted 
that one vessel can be uncovered and 
lifted out of the box without disturbing 
the others or exposing them to the air. 

When the vessels are in place with the 
pads placed over them the box should 
be completely filled and the lid should 
fit snugly over the whole. 

The box may be coyered with burlap 
or stained to make it a little more 
ornamental. When placed on castors it 
can be pushed under a kitchen work 
table or wherever it will not be in the 
way, while not in use or while food is 
cooked. The box may now be con¬ 
sidered ready for use. 

When meat or any other article re¬ 
quiring long cooking is to be cooked, it 
should be placed on the stove in 4he 
vessel best suited to its size. It should 
be brought to the required temperature 
for cooking it as usual and should be 
thoroughly hot, through and through. 

Without removing the lid, which should 
be tight fitting, the vessel should then 
be removed quickly from the stove and 
placed in its nest in the fireless cooker. 

When the pad is in place and the box 
closed the length of time that the heat 
will be retained is surprising. Any 
ordinary piece of meat cooked over 
night in this way will be thoroughly 
done by morning, and without being 
cooked to pieces. No hard and fast 
rule can be given as t6 the length of 
time various articles must be cooked.
